Explaining tax savings for seniors 
Tucker offers brochure on Circuit Breaker credit 


A brochure providing informa- 
tion on the Circuit Breaker Tax 
Credit for senior citizens is avail- 
able at a variety of locations in and 
around Andover, says state Sen. 
Sue Tucker. The tax credit is 
designed to ease the local property 
tax burden on local senior citizens. 

The brochures introduce senior 
citizens to this new tax credit, 
which could save qualified seniors 
up to $385 on their 2001 property 
taxes, and will be made available 
in town halls, senior centers and 
senior meal sites in Andover, Dra- 
cut, Lawrence and Tewksbury, 
according to the senator. 

This new tax credit is called the 
Circuit Breaker because it’s “trig- 
gered,” like an electrical circuit 
breaker, when property tax pay- 
ments exceed 10 percent of a 
senior citizen’s annual income. 
Those who qualify will still be 
required to pay property taxes to 
Andover. But they will receive a 
dollar credit for every dollar that 
their property tax, and certain 
water and sewer bills, exceed 10 
percent of their annual income - 
up to the $385 maximum. 

Senior citizens who rent their 
homes can also take advantage of 
the same dollar for dollar credit, up 
to the same $385 maximum, if 25 


percent of their annual rent 
exceeds 10 percent of their annual 
income. This tax credit is in addi- 
tion to the rental deduction already 
provided under current state 
income tax law. 

Here are the basic requirements 
for eligibility: 

¢ Must be a Massachusetts resi- 
dent, age 65 or older; 

¢ Must own or rent residential 
property in Massachusetts as one’s 
primary residence; 

¢ Must have an annual income 
of $41,000 or less for a single filer: 
$51,000 or less for a head of 
household; and $61,000 or less for 


joint filers; 


¢ Must file a joint return if mar- 
nied; 


¢ Must not be a dependent of 


another tax filer; 

¢ Must not receive a federal or 
state rent subsidy directly, or live 
in a property tax exempt facility; 

¢ Must not own property 
assessed at $412,000 or more.

New year will bring new home 
Move-in date pushed back again on ACT affordable home

The new year will bring a new 
beginning for resident Mercedes 
Duran and her family. 

The Durans will move into a 
new, permanently affordable 
house on Haverhill Street come 
Feb. |. 

The Duran clan drives to the 
house every few days just to look 
at it from the outside. “We're 
always looking at the house. 
We're excited. We want to move 
in,” says mom Mercedes Duran. 

The Feb. | moving date is later 
than she anticipated, as her origi- 
nal goal was to set up house today, 
Dec. 27. Volunteers building the 
house are still putting on the fin- 
ishing touches. 

The house is the first one creat- 
ed by Andover Community Trust, 
which has a mission to increase 
the town’s affordable-housing 


stock. 

“T knew it wasn’t going to be 
ready,” says Duran, explaining 
that ACT members had informed 
her earlier that the move would 
have to be delayed. “They really 
wanted to give it to me by Thanks- 
giving, but they couldn’t.” 

ACT partnered with students at 
Greater Lawrence Technical 
School to build the three-bedroom 
Colonial. Volunteers have yet to 
install the flooring among other 
things, says Duran. The finished 
product will be worth more than 
$200,000, but ACT sold the house 
for about $100,000 to Duran. 

The family was chosen from 
more than 100 applicants, who 
each make within 60 to 80 percent 
of the area’s median income, 
which is $64,000. According to 
the house’s deed, the resale value 
cannot grow faster than the medi-

People who found holiday 
packages on their doorsteps were 
the first and only people to open 
them. 

That was the promise from 
Margaret Dimock, officer in 
charge at the Stevens Street US 
Post Office. Despite heightened 
security since the anthrax discov- 


eries months ago, the privacy of 


packages and mail will not be 
compromised, she says. 

None of the 95 workers at the 
Stevens Street office 
the other postal workers at 
Andover’s other two stations — 
will open or search packages 
while routinely processing mail, 
says Dimock. Employees only 
watch for mail that looks suspi- 
cious from the outside.

“If (a package or piece of mail) 
was leaking or looked discolored, 
we would notify the police and 
fire department,” she says. Safety 
officials would take the matter 
from there. At no time will postal 
employees open the mail them- 
selves, Dimock Says. 
When the first cases of anthrax 
were found months ago, a minori- 
ty of employees started wearing 
masks and gloves to process mail. 
Today, with no more recent 
anthrax cases discovered, and with 
no confirmed cases in Massachu- 
setts, employees are less fearful 
about the threat, she says. Very 
few employees at the Stevens 
Street office wear protective gear. 
Only a couple Andover residents 
have called with questions or con- 
cerns, or pieces of mail they

thought to be suspicious. 

“Tt never slowed the mail sys- 
tem at all,” she says proudly. 

Despite terrorist threats, the 
mail is still arriving at its destina- 
tions on time, Dimock says. 

As usual, the number of pack- 
ages increased for the Christmas 
season, and Christmas cards are 
still popular. 

But the volume of paper mail 


has decreased — not due to terrorist 
concerns, Dimock says, but as part 
of a recent trend due to increased 
Internet use. More people commu- 
nicate through e-mail and pay 
their bills online than ever before, 
she says. 

The sewer construction outside 
the Stevens Street Post Office 
wasn’t slowing their delivery 
down as of a few days before 


Christmas, said Dimock. 

It may take drivers several min- 
utes to fight their way through the 
construction mess, but the Post 
Office is accessible for those who 
are patient and persistent, she 
says. 

Maybe it was the holiday spirit 
that was keeping the complaints 
away. “I haven’t heard a thing!” 
Dimock said last Friday.

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Feds again nix I-93 ramp ; 
Local pols say they will fight for Ballardvale

A proposed ramp to Interstate 
93 off Burtt Road in Ballardvale 
has hit a roadblock. 

The Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration and MassHighway will not 
support the current proposal, says 
state Sen. Sue Tucker, (D) 
Andover. Both departments recent- 
ly declined the town’s proposal for 
an on- and off-ramp to 93 North, 
stating that there is not enough evi- 
dence of a serious traffic problem 
to justify the project, according to 
letters from FHA and MassHigh- 
way. 

Tucker called a meeting of 
town, state and federal legislators, 
including aides from Sen. John 
Kerry and Rep. Marty Meehan’s 
offices, last week to discuss the 
setback. The town can respond to 
the eight points of concern con- 
tained in the Federal Highway 
Administration’s letter and resub- 
mit the proposal, she says. 

“To say it was turned down 
might be a little premature,” says 
Selectman Ray Hender, liaison to 
the Ballardvale Traffic Task force. 
Residents, including those on the 
task force, have discussed the 
ramp project for years. It wasn’t 
until September that selectmen put 
their weight behind the project. 

The plan calls for an extension 
of Burtt Road to Ballardvale Street 
in Wilmington, says Planning 
Director Steve Colyer. 

If built, the so-called slip ramp 
would reduce traffic in Ballard- 
vale, where neighbors have com- 
plained for years about the number

of commuters that cut through the 
side streets between Lowell-Junc- 
tion area companies like Genetics 
Institute and Gillette, and the I-93 
interchange at Dascomb Road. 
The ramp would also relieve 
traffic until the Route 125 inter- 


change is upgraded — a project that 
is still 10 years down the road. 

Officials will argue both of 
those points in the next proposal, 
says Tucker. 

If the ramp becomes a reality, 
town officials would next consider 
building a fly-over ramp to carry 
vehicles to I-93 South. 

Ramp supporters already have 
received a state grant for $969,000, 
which they are currently spending 
on designs and engineering for the 
proposed ramp, Colyer says. They 
will seek a’second grant from the 
state for the remaining estimated 
construction cost of $1.3 million. 
If the state is unwilling to give the 
money, supporters will look to 
companies up and down I-93 like 
Genetics and Gillette to donate 
funds. 

Part of the new proposal will 
contain a traffic study of the area to 
convince state and federal officials 
of the need for an additional ramp 
in town, says Tucker. 

“We decided that this refusal is 
unacceptable,” she says. “We have 
to provide some relief to the neigh- 
bors and show good faith to the 
industries in the area.” 

“This will not die,” says Hen- 
der. “It’s awfully important to the 
people in Ballardvale, to the busi- 
nesses and the industries in the 
Lowell-Junction area. 

“The idea is to continue to point 
out to (federal and state officials) 
that it is traffic mitigation for nght 
now, and it means a lot to the eco- 


nomic development of that part of 


town.”

PLAQUE ATTACK 


What would happen if you didn’t brush and floss your teeth? To find out, a group of dental stu- 
dents gave up oral hygiene for 21 days. At the end of that period, all exhibited signs of plaque, 
gingivitis, and overt clinical inflammation. Without daily flossing, plaque (a sticky, colorless sub- 

stance that forms daily on teeth) builds between teeth. In as little as two days, plaque can trans- 
form itself into a hard substance, called calculus, which may be removed only with professional 
cleaning. Then, it may not be long before periodontal disease begins between teeth where a 
toothbrush cannot reach. In addition, toxins produced by gingival infections can destroy the sup- 
porting tissues around the teeth, including bone, leading to tooth loss.

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Don’t let 
ramp give 
town the slip 


pe LATION GROWTH in Andover has 
caused the town to build more schools, 
use more water and increase the coverage of 
many services. But growth has affected 
another important part of the town, too — the 
streets and the traffic on them. 

That’s because, as more people have been 
moving into town, Andover’s business and 
industrial base has expanded too. While 
schools and other local services must be paid 
by town residents, fixing traffic problems 
caused by people from all over the state is 
partially the responsibility of the state and 
federal government. 

Town and local state officials are right to 
push the state and the feds to reconsider 
building a ramp into Ballardvale. A ramp 
noticeably will reduce the number of cars zip- 
ping through Ballardvale, and does not have 
to be a burden to Andover taxpayers exclu- 
sively. Some of the ideas that have been float- 
ed locally to improve the Ballardvale traffic 
situation — including beautifying the 
streetscapes, installing chicanes and even cre- 
ating speed bumps on public roads — focus on 
slowing traffic and may put the onus for pay- 
ing to improve the problem on the town. The 
town should focus on keeping more of these 
cars off Ballardvale’s small, winding roads. 

Of course, the interstate plan must consid- 
er both a ramp onto Interstate 93 North and 
South. Building just one ramp will allow the 
traffic to enter Andover more easily, but when 
workers return home, Ballardvale will be left 
with the same high-traffic flow and traffic 
jams. 

The best solution remains the building of a 
slip ramp. Businesses must also make every 
effort to coordinate their employees’ release 
times, so that too many workers do not clog 
the roads at the same time.

Naturally, I'd 
end up satisfied with the decision, and 
spend hours sprawled underneath the 
tree, staring at the lights and searching 
for packages that did not contain slacks. 

But there was an unspoken under- 
standing in the Fater home: Don’t let 
Neil pick the tree — or you'll end up with 
a tree branch. 


Years passed. I came home from col- 
lege one year, just a day or two before 
Christmas, to find no tree in my parents’ 
home. They had waited so both their 
kids could help them decorate. 

Perhaps, in the last-minute rush to get 
a tree, there was no other solution. Per- 
haps, in the rush, no one had thought the 
idea through. Perhaps there was too 
much nog in the egg-to-nog ratio. What- 
ever the reason, I was told to go get a 
tree. 

Down on South Main Street, where 
the School of Montessori is now, there 
used to be an Elks Lodge. Members sold 
Christmas trees there to raise money for 
scholarships. My friend Laura and I set 
out for the Elks. 

No one was on the lot when we 
arrived, but we starting looking on our 
own.

Some in Andover are confused about priorities 


Editor, Townsman: 

Let me see if I have this 
right. 

The country is officially in 
recession; the state has an 
income problem; a surprisingly 
large number of Andover citi- 
zens have lost their jobs; 
Andover elderly are being hurt 
by the low interest rates on 
bonds, as well as the inexorable 
increase in property taxes; 
some major Andover compa- 
nies have lost value “big time.” 
In addition, during the “good 
times” the town decided to do 
the three “S” items at all once 
(Schools, Safety Center and 
Sewers), each of which will 
add significantly to the future 
expenses of Andover home- 
owners. 

In these conditions you 
would think that the town 
would emulate some of its citi- 
zens and indulge in serious 
belt-tightening. Not so. In their 
infinite wisdom, the School 
Committee and selectmen are 
now planning to spend even 
more, and to push the idea of 
overriding Proposition 2. You 
can be reasonably certain that 
any Town Meeting that consid- 
ers the additional spending will 
be packed by those who want, 
since those who are against 


additional spending have 
almost given up hope. In other 
words, in spite of the financial 
pressures on almost everyone 
in the town, there is a move by 
some to increase the tax burden 
even more. 

It appears to this writer that 
much more attention needs to 
be given to economizing, cut- 
ting back on costs and elimi- 
nating unnecessary expenses. 
Perhaps we might even go as 
far as some towns and charge 
user fees (based on ability to 
pay) for town or school ser- 
vices or facilities beyond a core 
of fire, police and education. 

I know this is radical, but 
there appears to be little recog- 
nition on the part of town gov- 
ernment, and some residents, 


that many people in this town 
are hurting financially. I have 
seen, in writing, the view 
expressed “if they can’t afford 
Andover they should get out,” 
an attitude that must raise the 
hackles of long-term home- 
owners who are “house poor.” 
If the override goes through, 
I suspect the town will see 
many old-time residents, and 
younger families, leaving - 
forced out by the cost of living 
in Andover. 
Is this what we really want? 
Do we care? We should! 
Priorities should be making 
the town affordable for every- 
one — not spending more of the 
townspeople’s money.

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State budget cuts hurt 2,000 local seniors, 
especially area’s ‘frail, homebound elders’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

It will not be a happy New Year for 
hundreds of elders in the Merrimack 
Valley because of state budgetary 
actions. Our best estimate is that 
around 200 of the most vulnerable 
elders will not be able to get support- 
ive service in the next six months. 
While these are uncertain times for all 
of us, why are we also increasing the 
level of uncertainty about being able 
to remain at home for the most frail in 
our communities? 

Severe cuts to the state Home Care 
Program, managed locally by Elder 
Services of the Merrimack Valley, will 
have a serious impact on low-income, 
frail, homebound elders who simply 
want to remain at home as long as 
possible. Services for existing clients 
will need to be reduced. Many others 
in the coming months who need ser- 
vices may have to be placed on wait- 
ing lists. 

In addition, Elder Services will 
have to establish a waiting list for 


other elders who are at risk because of 


either neglect or physical or emotion- 
al abuse. We will also have to reduce 
our activity at several supportive 
housing sites where coordinated ser- 
vices have produces great benefits in 
the ability for homebound residents to 
manage at home. 

These past weeks, Elder Services 
and other elder organizations have 
been actively involved in advocacy 


efforts with our state officials. We will 
continue to be active to support a sup- 
plemental budget for this fiscal year, 
while we work toward the goal of 
increasing the funding for the FY ‘03 
budget. Many elected officials have 
been supportive, and almost all are as 
frustrated by this budget process as 
we are. 

Letters are being currently being 
mailed to most of our clients, more 
than 2,000 elders in the Merrimack 
Valley, informing them about reduc- 
tion in services. 

Other letters are being mailed to 
our vendors who provide homemak- 
ers and other workers to inform them 
about our need to reduce their services 
for our clients. 

In the meantime, Elder Services 
strongly urges elders, their families 
and others to continue to call the 
agency at 1-800-892-0890. Most 
cases will be opened for services, but 
for those we cannot open immediate- 
ly, we will provide information and be 
as helpful as possible. We will not 
allow these budget cuts in infringe on 
our responsibility to assure that older 
people continue to have choices and 
the support they need to remain safe 
and independent at home as long as 
possible.

with her daughter, Julia, a Pike

Sure, they had a long list of 
chores that needed to be done on 
Christmas Eve earlier this week, 
but they found the time to make a 
visit to Wingate Nursing Home in 
Andover that day. 

“| just think it’s a great thing for 
kids, like my daughter, to be 
involved with,” said Peg. 

It’s isolated elders who benefit 
most from the program, Lee said, 
because volunteers like the Nizin- 


skis can let professionals know if 


they sense any changes in an 
elder’s situation. 

“The underlying piece of the 
program is that we assess isolated 
elders in Andover for depression. 
These are isolated people for the 
most part, and some of them never 
go out in the winter. Our volun- 
teers are crucial,” Lee said.

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Many, like the Nizinskis, stay 
on. In fact, there are many volun- 
teers who have been with Friendly 
Visitors Program since it was 
founded. 

Lee, along with another social 
worker and a nurse, make up the 
team of professionals overseeing 
these special friendships. She said 
her group gets referrals from local 
doctors, nurses, Meals-on-Wheels 
workers and the senior center for 
tips on what Andover seniors 
could use a weekly visit from a 
friend. 

“Our best sources are the adult

For 20 years, the Donovan fam- 
ily has done more than open up 
their home to the service of oth- 
ers. They’ve welcomed hundreds 
of people with special needs 
through the gates of their 14-acre 
farm. 

Two weeks ago the Donovans 
gave the ultimate gift — the farm 
itself. 

Ironstone Farm on Lowell 
Street is home to Challenge 
Unlimited, a horseback-riding 
therapy center for people with 
mental and physical disabilities. 
Dick and Katie Donovan started

the farm in the 1960s as a thera- 
peutic center for horses. In the 
1980s the family welcomed dis- 
abled individuals onto their land to 
ride the horses. Challenge Unlim- 
ited was born, and it’s since grown 
into a program with more than 
150 volunteers and 450 partici- 
pants per week. 

Through the years, the Dono- 
vans never charged for their ser- 
vices. They did, however, keep 
expanding the farm’s facilities to 
accommodate Challenge Unlimit- 
ed.

Working in the wings 


Woman creates drama program for inner city

Nothing puts a bigger smile 
on Bridget Mason’s face than 
getting up on stage and per- 
forming. 

At least that’s what she 
thought — until she discovered 
the joy of standing on the side- 
lines, volunteering as a theater 
coach for kids. 

Mason was a member of 
Andover Community Theater 
as a child, and she graduated 
from Andover High School in 
1994 with dreams of taking the 
stage in New York. She attend- 
ed Emerson College in Boston 
to study musical theater and 
acting. During her college 
years she started a drama pro- 
gram for inner-city kids at an 
old church in Boston. 

“It’s free for them,” she says. 
“They absolutely love it. They 
rehearse so hard, and they 
absolutely love to have a script 
to take home to study.” 

When she graduated in 
1998, Mason went to New 
York where she poked around 
for an acting job to jump-start 
her career. But before long she 
found herself working with 
young people in drama once 
again, putting her own acting 
plans aside. 

“When you’re supposed to 
be out auditioning all day, I was 
out working with the kids in 
New York,” she says. 

Eventually, Mason gave up

New York to return to Boston, 
determined to pick up where 
she left off — with her old 
drama program at the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church in Boston. 
Since then, the 26-year-old has 
spent all her time there, with 
absolutely no pay, singing and 
acting with the kids, even on 
Saturdays. She makes her 
money from babysitting. 
“They come from all over - 
Southie, Dorchester and Rox- 
bury — because there’s nothing 
else like this in Boston,” Mason 
says. “We don’t even have a 
theater. We have an altar in a 
church. But you should see 
what we do to that altar!” 
Mason coaches about 50 
kids as young as 5 and as old as

16. The more timid kids who 
don’t want to get onstage can 
participate as stagehands. The 
others sing and dance in the 
hours after school and before 
suppertime. 

“T tell them, ‘You can sing 
off key — just sing. If you forget 
your lines, just say anything,” 
she says. 

That kind of energy is the 
inspiration behind Mason’s lat- 
est dream — her own arts pro- 
gram, which she fondly calls 
Spunk. She’s looking for space 
in Boston’s Back Bay where 
she can develop her drama pro- 
gram and, some day, make a 
living. If Spunk does get off the 
ground, with the help of state 
grants and elbow grease, one 
thing about her work won't 
change. 

“I’m considering running 
Spunk one year as a non-prof- 
it,” she says. “I realized, look- 
ing at their little faces, that 
none of them could afford 
Spunk.” 

If Spunk develops into a for- 
profit program down the road, 
Mason says she'll always have 
room for the kids who need a 
free ticket. She’s confident 
she’ll make it work — just like 
she does now at the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church. 

“We have no money and 
very little space. But...’ Mason 
stretches her arms out wide.

lawyers bring students to court, 
while those students interested in 
retail get to spend a day with a 
shop owner. 

On the adult scene, this group 
is very involved with CLASS and 
Creative Living, Inc., two local 
agencies that serve adults with 
mental disabilities. 

The Service Club of Andover 
runs an annual summer picnic in

those programs. They turn to those 
teens who took part in their men- 
toring programs to help out and 
the response is terrific, according 
to Heim.

“Tt has been a sacrifice over the 
years, and we’re so excited that it 
has reached the point it has,” says 
Katie Donovan. 

The farm has also hosted Mass- 
achusetts Special Olympics 
Equestrian Sports programs for 
several years. 

The Donovans decided to sell 
the farm two years ago, in hopes 
of a “quieter life,” probably out- 
side of Andover, Donovan says.

Classy residents pitch in to help disabled adults

It’s a lot of work for resident 
Bill Pitochelli to take care of his 
son, Johnny, who has cerebral 
palsy. 

But Pitochelli doesn’t stop 
there. Along with five other 
Andover residents, he helps care 
for more than 250 disabled adults 
throughout the Merrimack Valley 
— as a volunteer at CLASS. 

Based in Lawrence, CLASS, 
Citizens League for Adult Special 
Services, is an outlet for the edu- 
cation and socialization of mental- 
ly disabled people. Volunteers run 
therapeutic programs and classes 
on communication skills, and 
teach participants how to get jobs 
and live as independently as possi- 
ble. 

Pitochelli has served on the 
board of directors for 12 years - 
half of CLASS’s existence. 

“It’s out of selfish desperation,” 
he says, simply. “I'd like to have 
Johnny taken care of before I get 


too old.” 

That’s not exactly what Karen 
Hayden, CLASS’s executive 
assistant marketing coordinator, 
would call selfish. 

“They are here for us. They 
really care,” she says. 

Mark Johnson and Kathy 
Rodger, Andover residents, serve 
on the board of directors. So does 
Ray Decker from Dracut whose 
business Apple Business Furniture 
is located in Dundee Park in 
Andover. 

Rodger, a Chandler Circle resi- 
dent, is dean at the Lawrence cam- 
pus of Northern Essex Communi- 
ty College by day, a CLASS vol- 
unteer by night. If she’s not at a 
monthly CLASS meeting or mak- 
ing phone calls for the organiza- 
tion, she’s giving her time to vari- 
ous educational, historical and 
community organizations in 
Lawrence. In between she 
squeezes in work on a dissertation 
for her doctorate in language arts

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Popular teacher finds a crowded finish line 
Doherty Middle School says goodbye to teacher Karl Lippmann after 36 years

FTER 36 YEARS as a 
physical education 
teacher, on his last day 
at Doherty Middle 
School, Karl Lippmann found his 
car parked in the Superintendent 
Claudia Bach’s spot.

tulating him on his retirement and covered with farewell messages. 


“That’s what he meant to that 
building and any building he was 
in. He made a tremendous impact,” says Jim Hurley, 
Andover’s athletic director, who met Lippmann on the 
day Lippmann came to Andover as a student teacher in 
1964-1965. “I think it says a lot about what the kids and 
his colleagues thought of him.” 

“He had great (rapport with) kids, and he always had 
a soft spot for kids who were at risk, or had trouble in 
school. He was a big-brother type,” said Dick Bourde- 
lais, retired physical education coordinator. 

Bourdelais attended the University of Massachusetts 
at the same time as Lippmann, and both ended up in 
Andover after their graduations. 

“He’s got a great personality and demeanor for mid- 
dle-school kids, as they’re going through changes. He 
just had a knack for it,” he says. “He liked that develop- 
mental level, (helping with) the transition between being 
children and young adults.” 

Lippmann was the type of teacher who could not only 
tell students how to complete gymnastics moves, but 
would get on the high bar and demonstrate them for kids. 
Teachers marveled at his physical condition. 

“He looks exactly the same (as when he started). 
We're all pretty jealous of him. He’s kept himself in great 
shape,” says Hurley. 

But his physical skills were not what set him apart, 


say those who worked with him longest. Both Hurley 
and Bourdelais say he was the type of coach they would 
want their children to play for. Over the years, Lippmann 
coached soccer, track, football and skiing, but he also 
tried to connect with those who weren't overtly talented 
in sports. 

“From a compassion point of view, he was an out- 
standing human being,” says Bourdelais. “Usually some- 
one who has the respect of not only students but staff has 
those abilities. People are important to him.” 

Despite all this praise, however, Lippmann’s col- 
leagues don’t claim he’s a superstar at everything. 
Though they’ve been out fishing many times, Hurley 
doesn’t seem willing to call Lippmann an expert fly fish- 
erman, for instance. 

“He’s not very good at it after all these years,” laughs 
Hurley. “Let’s put it this way: He loves to fly fish.” 

Maybe in retirement, Lippmann can earn the label of 
fly fisherman from Hurley. After all, during his years as 
a teacher and coach, he appeared to earn other titles. 

“Everyone I’ve talked to, when his name came up, 
said it’s been synonymous with ‘gentleman,’ ” says Hur- 
ley. 

Lippmann and his wife Ardell have two children, Eric 
and Kendra. 

His last day of school was Friday, Dec. 21.

A journey back home 
for Christmas 


We didn’t expect a very merry Christmas that 
year. 

For one thing, no one had heard from Dad in 
months. We had, however, heard plenty about him. 
Like how he had totaled his car after blacking out. 
How he had climbed out of a ditch without a scratch. 
How he had ridden a bike to his work at the hospital. 

We also heard how he had 
even attempted a house call one 
dark night on those two wheels. 
But as always, the bottle got the 
better of him. He ended up in 
another ditch. Rumor had it that 
he was seeking help. We, how- 
ever, had yet to hear from him. 

That year, the country was- 
n’t in much better shape than 
Dad was, either. By 1974, the 
Vietnam War had taken its toll 
on America. After years of 
depressing headlines, Ameri- 
cans were worn out with the 
war. They wanted peace. So 
some took to demonstrating. 
Others took to drugs. 

The rest of us simply struggled to make sense of 
our daily lives. That’s probably why, with two days 
left until Christmas, my sister Barbara and | decided 
to surprise Mom and trek the 600 miles home. At 
that time, we were both penniless college students. 
Mom didn’t expect us to make it home at all. 

But in a nostalgic moment, we borrowed money 
and tossed our backpacks and childhood stockings 
into the trunk of our red Cricket. In the midst of a 
raging South Bend blizzard, we began our journey 
home. 

As our tiny car poked its way along the Indiana 
turnpike toward Ohio, through Pennsylvania, and 
into West Virginia, we kept each other company by 
reminiscing about Christmases past. 

When we were younger, Christmas was a magical 
season filled with secrets, cinnamon, and Santa 
Claus. Back then, Christmas meant big boxes with 
bows from grandparents. Caroling with close neigh- 
bors. Making caramels for our teachers. And a living 
room piled sky high with presents on Christmas Day. 

Most of all, though, Christmas was a season when

nine flannel stockings all hung together on the brick 
fireplace. But that was before Dad's drinking. Before 
the divorce. Before the war. 

Twelve hours after leaving South Bend, we final- 
ly exited the slushy freeway and drove into Fairmont, 
West Virginia. The familiar gray sky mirrored the 
sooty streets of this old coal mining town. A fine mist 
was falling here, and snow, once white and pure, 
formed streams of gray mud that seeped into gutters 
and wept down brown brick streets. All was deathly 
quiet on that Christmas Eve morning. Deathly quiet 
and deathly gray. 

Suddenly, a frightful thought occurred to both of 
us: Maybe coming back home wasn’t such a good 
idea after all. If we turned around now and headed 
back to school, couldn’t we at least hold on to our 
illusions? Our childhood memories of Christmases 
past? 

But Mom’s tiny apartment was only one block 
away. Through bleary eyes, we spotted our youngest 
sister’s second-hand bike leaning up against the front 
porch. And then, as we slowly pulled up in front of 
Mom’s little apartment, all of our doubts vanished. 
For there — in the front window — one bright yellow 
candle glowed brightly. Mom had left it on for us. 
Just in case we made it home. 

When we tiptoed through the front door, we found 
Mom wrapped up in her mother’s afghan, sound 
asleep on the red velvet couch by the small Christ- 
mas tree that was decorated with popcorn and cran- 
berries. And there, on the mantle behind the tree, 
were six old flannel stockings — hanging proudly 
together. 

That December in 1974, all seven of us children 
managed to make it back home from places all over 
the country. The house was filled with sweet smells 
of caramels and cinnamon. It was filled with singing 
and laughter. And a few times, perhaps, it was filled 
with a some of our tears. 

That was the last Christmas we all spent together. 
And it was also the first year I finally realized what 
Christmas was all about. 

It was simply about being home.

Through its closing reception in McCoy Gallery at Merrimack 
College on Jan. 25, Take 5 unites five Boston-area artists in 
an exhibit highlighting some of their latest prints exploring 
water-based, non-toxic, printmaking techniques. Several of 
the artists involved create monoprints with stencils and 
found materials, while others make collographs in which tex- 
tured surfaces are inked and printed, yielding rich results. 
Traditional techniques such as woodcut and drypoint are rep- 
resented, as are more experimental methods with printing 
onto and from ink-jet transfers and with various foods as a 
matrix.

Big turnout, talented squads for AHS gymnastics teams

of 2001-02 Andover High winter sports 
teams with a look at the girls and boys 
gymnastics squads. 


GIRLS GYMNASTICS 


Kristin Elsmore and Becky Hass, 
two of the finest girl gymnasts in the 
state of Massachusetts, are ready to lead 
another ultra-talented Andover High 
team into the 2002 season. 

The Lady Warriors lost only two key 
performers from last year’s squad, 
which rolled to another undefeated dual- 
meet season (9-0), another Merrimack 
Valley Conference championship, a sec- 
ond straight MIAA North Sectional title 
and third place in the All-State Meet 
behind Barnstable and Beverly. 

That near-perfect season followed a 
2000 campaign that was perfect, produc- 
ing the dual-meet, MVC and Sectional 
titles as well as the school’s first-ever 
All-State championship in girls gymnas- 
tics. 

AHS has won 18 straight meets since 
its last loss to Methuen in the final dual 
of the 1999 season. 

Coach Julie Chapman, beginning her 
14th year with the program and 12th as 
head coach, has directed Andover to 
seven league titles, a spectacular 80-5 
record in the last 85 meets and a 101-13 
mark since 1989. 

“I believe we're stronger than last 
year,” said coach Chapman. “We lost 
one outstanding gymnast (Bahaar Mas- 
sihzadegan) who decided not to compete 
this year because she has other things 
going on. 

“With Bahaar we would have been 
untouchable — and even without her we 
should still be favored to win it all. Barn- 
stable graduated most of its team and 
Beverly’s top gymnast, Emily Rinaldo, 
is not competing this season. 

“We lose the points Bahaar and 
(graduate) Renee Fung consistently 
scored for us last year — but we have 
gained four more outstanding freshman 
all-arounds.” 

Along with Fung, other graduates 
last spring were Gretchen Fuhr, Mau- 
reen Lothrop, Kaitlin Doyle, Katie 
McKain and Beth Upton. 


Elsmore and Hass, arguably the best 
female gymnasts ever at AHS and the 
top duo since Kasie Kearins and Tania 
Pierce (1989-°92), finished third and 
sixth respectively in the State Individual 
Championships last winter at Lincoln- 
Sudbury High. 

Elsmore scored a 35.85 at the All- 
State Team Meet, which included a 9.35 
on the uneven bars and 9.15 in floor 
exercise. 

She registered an impressive 36.525 
all-around score at the North Sectionals, 
where she scored a high school person- 
al-best 9.425 on bars and a pair of 9.1 
scores on beam and floor. 

She is the reigning MVC all-around 
champ with a 36.65 last year that includ- 
ed a 9.3 in floor, 9.2 on beam, 9.15 on 
bars and 9.0 in vault. She placed first on 
beam and vault. 

Kristin also won MVC titles on the 
bars (9.4) and in floor (9.5) two years 
ago as a sophomore. 

Hass posted a 35.35 all-around score 
at the 2001 All-State Meet which fea- 
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tured a 9.0 in floor, 
8.95 on bars and 
8.95 on beam. 

She had a 
matching 35.35 at 
the North Section- 
als, highlighted by a 
9.15 in floor and 9.0 
on bars. 

She is the reign- 
ing MVC champ on 
the uneven bars 
after scoring 9.3 last 
year, and she also 
tallied a 9.2 in floor 
and 9.1 on beam. 

Two years ago, 
as a sophomore, 
Hass placed third in 
the All-State Indi- 
vidual Champi- 
onship all-around 
with a 35.90 which 
featured 9.25 scores 
on beam and floor. 

Becky was also MVC all-around 
champ that year with a 36.10 score that 
included a 9.3 in floor, 9.0 on bars and 
9.0 as individual champ on beam. 

Obviously the sky is the limit for 
these two superstars once again this sea- 
son. 

Elsmore will attend the University of 
Vermont next fall where she plans to 
concentrate on her talents as a diver. 

She has been a top performer off the 
one-meter board on each of Andover’s 
three straight state championship girls 
swim and dive teams. 

Hass has her sights set on Brown 
University in Providence, R.I., where 
she is awaiting word on early acceptance 
which could come any day. 

The AHS captain, who is also a 
standout diver but would like to contin- 
ue her gymnastic career for the NCAA 
Division 1 Bruins, is a multi-faceted 
young lady. She designs and models 
clothes and is one of the top students in 
the senior class, recording a perfect math 
score and near-perfect English score on 
her SAT exams. 


Andover attracted a record turnout of 
43 candidates this year, 

“Tt was great to see such interest in 
the program,” said coach Chapman. 
“But it also meant we had to make cuts 
for the first time since I’ve been here.” 

Chapman and second-year volunteer 
assistant Lindsay Rudolph, a former 
AHS standout gymnast now a junior at 
nearby UMass Lowell, trimmed the 
squad to 26. 

“Even 26 is a lot but 43 would have 
been unmanageable,” said Chapman. 
“Making the cuts was one of the hardest 
things I’ve ever had to do.” 

There are only four seniors on the 
roster, with Elsmore and Hass joined by 
Capt. Jackie Barry (beam, vault, floor) 
and Diana Vining (vault, floor) who 1s 
headed to the University of Pennsylva- 
nia next fall. 

Juniors on the team are returners 
Heather Barry (beam, floor), all-around 
Sheri Bernstein, all-around Katie Cail, 
Rachel Goldman (floor), Lisa Vallera 
(bars, floor) and Jamie Huston. 

Bernstein placed sixth on bars at the 
All-State Individual Meet two years ago 
as a freshman. 

Huston will serve as the team man- 
ager this year, having undergone shoul- 


der surgery two weeks ago that will keep 
her sidelined for the season. 


Sophomore veterans are Andrea 
Krivelow (beam, vault, floor), Laura 
Lamontagne (beam, vault, floor), Jenn 
Mason (vault, floor) and Jenn Nisco 
(vault, floor). 

The lone sophomore newcomer Is 
Ashley Dias (beam, floor). 

Leading the talented freshman class 
are the four aforementioned all-around 
competitors: Libby Fortier, Meghan 
Harrington, Annmarie Cashman and 
Jennifer Palermo. 

They are joined by Brianna Casey

“Wilmington was just starting to turn 
its program around, and Masconomet 
and North Andover have always been 
strong teams. 

“Next year we may have two meets 
against each league team, which would 
give us 12 for the season. That’s a better 


There wasn’t 
enough time to 
organize that for 
this season. 

“I’m not sure 
any team in the 
league can chal- 
lenge us this year. 
Dracut and Tewks- 
bury have some 
good individual 
gymnasts — but the 
dual meets could be 
a cakewalk. That 
would be 
because we need 
some serious com- 
petition before we 
compete in the Sec- 
tional and State 
Meets,” said Chap- 
man.

BOYS GYMNASTICS 


Andover High is among the few and 
the proud — one of less than a dozen 
schools in Eastern Massachusetts with a 
boys gymnastics program. 

“With 22 gymnasts we have one of 
the largest teams in the state,” said vet- 
eran head coach Jack Gleason. “The 
numbers work to our advantage — espe- 
cially since six kids can compete in 
every event and four individual scores 
count towards the team total.” 

That gives the Golden Warniors the 
kind of depth most of their opponents 
don’t have. 

Nothing is perfect, however. 

“We're hampered by lack of experi- 
ence and exposure to dual-meet compe- 
tition,” noted Gleason. “Burlington has a 
recreation program and Braintree runs 
camps that keep those teams strong.” 

In the past Andover created interest 
at the lower levels with basic gymnas- 
tics, taught by Ken Maglio and Dave 
Amundsen, at the Doherty and West 
Middle Schools. 

Without that feeder system many 01 
the AHS gymnasts are not introduced to 
the sport until they try out for the high 
school team. 

Girls gymnastics has also received a 
major boost in recent years from the suc- 
cess of young American women at the 
Olympic Games — and exposure to col 
legiate meets and exhibition shows on 
major television networks. 

The male side of the sport has not 
had the same kind of high-profile adver- 
tising. 

Nevertheless the enthusiasm of Glea- 
son, his assistant coaches and the AHS 
athletes remains strong — and success 1s 
not measured solely by wins and losses. 

“We won a couple of meets last year 
and we should be able to equal or sur- 
pass that this season,” said Gleason, who 
has been coaching and instructing gym- 
nastics in one form or another since 
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Airborne leaders: Becky Hass (left) and Kristin Elsmore. 
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November of 1965. “But beyond that we 
try to make it fun and a learning experi- 
ence for our kids.”

years,” says Ms. Haggerty. ze 
haven’t always agreed with 
everything, but I’ve been very 
happy with the way the town is 
run.” 
Ms. Haggerty has been happy 
enough to stay in the town she 
moved to when she was just 14 
years old. Her father brought 
the family to the Ballardvale 
section of Andover when he 
was starting a textile company 
at Ballardvale Mills (named 
after the Ballards, who had the 
first mill rights on the Shaw- 
sheen River). She graduated 
from the Punchard High 
School in 1940 and has lived in 
the same house for the past 52 
years, in what used to be 
referred to as “the plains” of 
Andover on Andover Street. 
When asked about her 
favorite aspect of the town, 
Ms. Haggerty is hard-pressed 
to name any one thing. She 
finally decides that it’s the res- 
idents themselves who make 
the town so attractive to her. 
“What I like most about the 
town is the people ... It’s a 
very ‘related’ town; everyone 
is very friendly and we care 
about each other,” boasts Ms. 
Haggerty. “It’s a very pretty 
town — it’s just beautiful.” She 
adds that a favorite Andover 
memory is the restoration and 


rededication of the Town 
House in the 1980s. “It 
involved everybody,” Ms. 


Haggerty says. 
There are some downsides, of 


course, including the constant 
development and influx of 
people, creating some crowd- 
ing and traffic problems for the 
town. But, while Ms. Haggerty 
acknowledges some frustration 
with these things, she keeps a 
healthy perspective when it 
comes to the changing times. 

“When change comes, we 
(older residents) might fight it 
a little, and then we get used to 
it ... I think any older person 
doesn’t like change, so if you 
can keep your perspective and 
be flexible and come along 
with it, then that’s the answer,” 
Ms. Haggerty says. 

Spending so much time at 
the Andover Historical Soci- 
ety has made Ms. Haggerty 
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something of an expert on the 
history of many of Andover’s 
buildings, including the his- 
torical society itself. The 
structure, she says, was origi- 
nally a home built in 1819 by 
Amos Blanchard, a_ very 
notable figure in the history of 
the town. Mr. Blanchard lived 
in the home from 1820 to 
1830 and is credited with 
assisting Hobart Clark in 
bringing the first railroad into 
Andover in 1836, becoming 
the first cashier of the 
Andover Bank and developing 
Abbot Academy, which is 
now a part of Phillips Acade- 
my. 
The cemetery at the presti- 
gious Phillips Academy is also 


the burial site of one of the 
most influential |§ women 
authors in history — Harriet 
Beecher Stowe — whose wnit- 
ings helped galvanize the abo- 
litionist cause. She lived in 
Andover from 1853 to 1864, 
while her husband taught the- 
ology at the academy; accord- 
ing to Ms. Haggerty, she 
penned “The Key to Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” the follow-up to 
her most famous social protest 
novel, during this period. 

“She (Ms. Beecher Stowe) 
was a very avant-garde person 
— she was said to be the first 
person (in the Andover area) to 
have a decorated Christmas 
tree,’ Ms. Haggerty notes. 
“She was ahead of her time —

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From family farms to high-tech companies: the | 
changing face of business in Andover

On May 6, 1646, the town of 
Andover was established to let 
settlers come to create families 
and start their lives over. 
Before the settlers arrived, the 
area was inhabited by small 
tribes of Indians, who lived in 
huts and used the Merrimack 
River as their main source for 
survival. Though the American 
Indians were pushed off of the 
land, the settlers made Andover 
a successful town, filled with 
farms and small businesses. 

According to “Andover: What 
is was, What it is,” published 
by the town of Andover, one of 
the most well-known farms in 
Andover was Shattuck Farm on 
River Road, which was built on 
American Indian grounds. The 
farm was in operation for 250 
years, before Hewlett-Packard 
set up a facility at the site in 
1973. Hewlett-Packard became 
Agilent Technologies Inc. in 
1999, and Agilent was sold to 
Phillips Medical Systems in 
August 2001. Other businesses 
now on the former farmland 
include Physical Sciences Inc., 
Eisai Corp., MKS Instruments

and Vicor Corp. 

In 1812, Abraham Marland 
brought his company, Marland 
Mills, to Andover from Byfield 
and Lynnfield. Moving to 
Andover, Mr. Marland hired 
425 employees, which boosted 
the local economy. The compa- 
ny produced blankets and 
woolen cloth for the U.S. Army. 
The plant had to be shut down 
only once in the company’s 
existence — in 1936 — due to the 
rising of the Shawsheen River. 
Because of problems beyond 
their control, the Marland Mills 
company had to relocate down 
south. With the relocation of 
the company, 450 workers were 
out of a job, according to 
“Andover: A Century of 
Change,” by Eleanor Motley 
Richardson for the Andover 
Historical Society. 

Originally at 111 Main St., 
one of the oldest businesses in 
Andover is the Merrimack 
Mutual Fire Insurance Compa- 
ny. The company was built in 
1828 and named after the Mer- 
rimack River. All of the first 
customers were from Andover, 
but the company soon branched 
out into other parts of the state. 


Andover Memories 


How many people remember Essex Street in the ‘30s and “40s and who, growing up then, would 


recognize the landscape today? 


Gone is Fred’s Lunch Cart, the bowling alley and the Andover Playhouse. Each year, around the 
week before Thanksgiving, Sam Resnick, the owner/operator of the Andover Playhouse, would 
have two live turkey gobblers on display in front of the theater. Moviegoers placed their ticket 
stubs in the barrel. Then, Sam would go on stage the Saturday prior to Thanksgiving and roll the 

big, circular barrel, cranking it several times, and draw two lucky winners. Directly across the 

street, Mr. Greeley of Greeley’s Market would prepare the live birds for the winner’s holiday 
feast. Mr. Resnick also made the Christmas season memorable by giving each public and private 
school student a present — a ticket to a Saturday morning classic, Dickens’ “A Christmas Carol.” 

After the movie on any Saturday morning, the youngsters would then converge on the rolling 
landscape at the library for a game of “king of the castle.” Gone are the Essex Street Barsamians, 

Doyles, Lynches, Sullivans, Conroys, Huttons, Duffs, Kellys, Dwyers and Stacks, but not my 


memories. 


Out and about all year, Andover childhood memories dance in my head. 
Holiday time, as a child — “The Square” was my world. Christmastime — dad would take me on our 
“Christmas walk.” The dark evening arrived (and) mom dressed me warm and cozy. We were off, 
hand in hand, me bursting with pride. Our journey began down Elm Street. “The wall” area present- 
ed a giant, sparkly, elegant tree, I could barely see the top. On Main Street, store windows held such 
beauty and wonderment. The Andover Savings Bank always had a special theme (and) many fami- 
lies stopped to view. As we walked, dad would tell stories of his childhood in Belfast, New Jersey. 
On to School Street — the Burns House, the best ever, (was) a winter wonderland (and) it seemed to 
be surrounded by clouds and mist, sparkling more, still, for the child in all of us!

Today, Merrimack Mutual 
Insurance still serves Andover 
and surrounding towns from its 
location on River Road. 

A major company _ that 
brought business into Andover 
was the Tyer Rubber Company, 
established in 1841. The com- 
pany made tires, tubes and 
other rubber products. They 
also supplied the U.S. Army 
with coats and footwear. They 
employed a lot of Andover 
workers and kept the economy 
strong. In 1961, the North Main 
Street company was purchased 
by Converse Rubber, and busi- 
ness concentrated on canvas 
footwear. The company also 
manufactured hockey pucks for 
the National Hockey League. 

Shawsheen Mills was con- 
structed in 1921 and 1922 by 
the American Woolen Compa- 
ny. The mills housed a power 
plant, a few office buildings, 
the Motor Mart, the Main 
Street Garage and a few admin- 
istration offices. The American 
Woolen Company employed 
2,600 to 2,700 people. 
Raytheon purchased the mill 
buildings in 1956, but later 
relocated to a more modern 


facility. In 1986, the complex 
became Brickstone Square. 
Today, high-tech companies 
such as FTP Software, Andover 
Controls and CMGI occupy the 


space. 
The Watson-Park Company 
moved the manufacturing 


branch of its business from 
Burlington to Lowell Junction 
in the Ballardvale section of 
Andover in 1927. They provid- 
ed chemical products, including 
a variety of detergents, soaps 
and cleaning supplies. In the 
1940s, the company received 
more than 225 freight cars 
filled with raw materials each 
year. Lowell Junction is the 
town’s oldest industrial park 
and is now home to companies 
such as Genetics Institute, Har- 
ris Environmental Systems and 
The Gillette Company. 

In the 1930s and ‘40s, 
Andover was in the middle of a 
business boom, and local resi- 
dents established their own 


stores and small companies. 
You might be driving down 
Main Street and see the Strat- 
ford Shop, Walter’s Cafe or the 
Raven Beauty Shop. Founded 
in 1938 by 500 Andover resi-

Cooperative Inc. was the place 
to go for your grocery shopping 
needs. Hartigan’s Pharmacy 
filled residents’ prescriptions. If 
you needed hardware or even 
athletic equipment, you went to 
the W.R. Hill hardware store. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
built a facility on River Road in 
1966 to serve the Boston and 
New York areas. The IRS put 
1,000 full-time employees and 
2,000 part-time employees to 
work for the company. They 
still conduct business at the 
site. 

Today in Andover, small busi- 
ness and big business are abte 
to coexist. You still have your 
local barber shop and_ shoe 
store, but you also have compa- 
nies that produce medical 
equipment and computer soft- 
ware. Over the years, several of 
the town’s mill buildings have 
been transformed into housing, 
and the view of Main Street has 
changed significantly. So, take 
out your old pictures, reminisce 
with friends and enjoy your 
memories — even though your 
memories wont change, the 
scenery certainly will.

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Witchcraft delusions and hysteria in Andover »

When most New Englanders think 
of the Witchcraft Hysteria of 1692, 
we seem to pull Salem as the central 
nucleus. However, not all of the 
men and women touched by this 
were from the town of Salem; some 
were from Andover, as well as sur- 
rounding towns. Once the hysteria 
began, no town, village or individ- 
ual was safe from becoming 
accused of witchcraft. 

According to “Historical Sketches 
of Andover, Massachusetts” by 
Sarah Loring Bailey, Andover was 
free from problems at the beginning 


of the year 1691 — no threats of 


Indians to disrupt their village and 
no church controversies to split the 
citizens — there was absolutely noth- 
ing to hinder peace in the town. All 
of the people of Andover belonged 


to some sort of church, and one of 


the things they believed was. that 
Satan was something to be feared. 
He could work in mysterious ways, 
such as communicating through 
human form; this was exemplified 
by the beginnings of witchcraft in 
Salem 

As the story goes, there was a 
group of young girls who would get 
together — like any people their age

these girls was Ann Putnam. The 
girls were seeking more informa- 
tion, so they tured to Tituba, a 
woman from Barbados, who helped 
to guide them, sometimes in the 
forms of strange fits and convul- 
sions. Word traveled fast, and soon 
the girls were known throughout the 
colonies. The ill, the poor and the 
weak of mind were brought into 
suspicion — if you acted strange, you 
could be a witch! 

Eventually, everyone in the town 
of Andover became suspicious of 
their neighbors, not knowing what 
ungodly practices they were taking 
part in in the privacy of their own 
homes. The wife of Andover citizen 
Joseph Ballard had been ill for 
awhile, and in the spring of 1692, 
he requested the “special” talents of 
Ann Putnam to aid his wife. The 
woman began naming the people 
responsible for her illness, and they 
were carted off to jail; she and other 
accused tormentors, for the sake of 
hatred or loneliness, began to 
accuse others, and they were put in 
jail as well. Many of the accused 
began to tell stories of the devil tak- 
ing them at midnight to the Shaw- 
sheen River or Five-Mile Pond to 
be baptized by him. The townsfolk 
came to the conclusion that the 
devil was trying to destroy their 
Christian faith, and they decided to 
pull together to stop him. The citi- 
zens became delusional, and not 
only were the lower-class people a 


target for witchcraft, but the mem- 
bers of the upper society of 
Andover were also accused. Chris- 
tians figured that the devil would 
try to convert the best among them, 
in order to convince others of his 
work. 

In all, 41 people were accused, 
including eight citizens of Andover 
that were condemned for witchcraft; 
three Andoverites were hanged: 
Martha Carrier, Samuel Wardwell 
and Mary Parker. Of these three, 
Martha Carrier was the only one 
who denied the charges of witch- 
craft throughout her trials in court. 
She had been accused because she 
was a strong woman who threatened 
vengeance on those who cheated her 
husband in business dealings. 
Samuel Wardwell but later took it 
back. Mary Parker confessed to 
afflicting a man with the help of two 
other witches. 

One Andover woman, Ann Foster, 
died in prison. She was a poor, old 
widow without much to live for, so 
she was ready to believe anything 
and say anything, making made her 
a perfect target for accusation. She 
said that she made poppets (dolls 
created out of rags) and would pinch 
them or hurt them, in a way similar 
to voodoo dolls. 

Abigail Faulkner, the daughter of 
a local minister, was the first upper- 
class citizen to be condemned, but 
she was later given a reprieve. Her 
argument was that even though the 


devil may be working through her, 
she was not aware of it and the devil 
did not have her consent to do any- 
thing with or to her. 

Andover residents Sarah Ward- 
well, Elizabeth Johnson and Mary 
Lacey were accused and eventually 
set free. Sarah confessed to working 
with the devil, while Elizabeth and 
Mary said they worked making pop- 
pets and would play with them. 

While in court, Ann Foster and 
Mary Lacey confessed that Martha 
Carrier had led them to witchcraft, 
that they had ridden on her stick 
through the sky and that she had 
also introduced them to 300 witches 
in Salem; many accusations such as 
this flew through the court system, 
and this delusion sent others into a 
panicked state. 

Some of the other accused had 
been in the jails in Salem through a 
hard, hot summer, and the approach- 
ing winter was expected to be 
extreme. Several people had been 
waiting for six to eight months, and 
their families wondered if they 
could get them out of jail by offer- 
ing a bond to the courts. Soon, peti- 
tions were written to release some 
of the accused by the beginning of 
winter. Mostly husbands and fathers 
were writing, thinking of their loved 
ones who were wrongly accused 
and who could possibly die in the 
cold of the winter jails. On Oct. 18, 
another petition was sent off to 
Salem, this time written by magis- 


trates and ministers and other citi- 
zens of Andover. Another petition 
was sent off Dec. 6 to move most of 
the prisoners home by the end of 
December — it worked. 

The Rev. Francis Dane, father of 
the condemned Abigail Faulkner, 
sent a letter to release Andover from 
blame in the Witchcraft Hysteria. 
Also, Rev. Dane and 50 other 
Andover inhabitants signed a letter 
stating that the situation got out of 
hand, that the women and men did- 
n’t know what they were doing and 
that they were not guilty. This 
prompted the accused left in jail to 
write a petition of why they were 
led to confess — they felt threatened 
and they knew they wouldn’t be 
taken seriously, so they acted irra- 
tionally. The letters had an effect on 
both the courts and the public, and 
soon, the rest of the accused were 
given their freedom. 

After the hysteria wore off, both 
magistrates and ministers had no 
desire to reopen any accounts of 
witchcraft or anything satanic in 
nature. They believed that God 


would choose. in the end, who was: 


evil and who was not and punish 
them accordingly. 

Since the year 1693, Andover has 
been free from the delusions of 
witchcraft. Unfortunately, many had 
to become victims of this horrible 
time in history in order for all of us 
to learn an important lesson in how 
not to live.
